SILVER-LEAD ORE ASSAYING $70 

FOUND IN MINE DISCOVERED 

AND NOW BEING DEVELOPED BY 

BARTON; PROSPECTS BRIGHT. 

Since it was first reported in these 
columns that galena or silver-lead ore 
had been discovered on a hilltop in 
the very edge of this city, there have 
been many who scoffed at the idea, 
the principal argument of the doubt¬ 
ing being, evidently, that it was too 
near home to amount to anything, an 
argument of doubting Thomases since 
the world began. Recent develop¬ 
ments at the mine now being worked 
by T. V. Barton, its discoverer, and 
his associates are such, however, that 
among those who are keeping up with 
the progress being made on the hill. 
near the high school, scoffers are get- j 
ting to be a minus quantity. 

Within the last few days ore lias j 
been uncovered which in silver and 
lead assays about $70 to the ton. This 
is considered to be a wonderfully 
rich showing, and those fortunate 
enough to get into the developing 
company with Mr. Barton are con¬ 
gratulating themselves at their fore¬ 
sight. 

The shaft at the mine is as yet only 
about ten feet deep, but there seems 
every prospect that as it goes deeper 
it will uncover ore that is even richer 
yet. So far the work has gone on 
with pick and shovel, but Mr. Barton 
and his men have now completed a 
derrick and windless which will en¬ 
able them to handle the earth taken 
from the shaft as the pit grows deep¬ 
er. The opening is well timbered and 
timbering will be carefully Carried on 
as the shaft is sunk. The prospect 
that South San Francisco has more 
or less of a bonanza at its doorstep is 
daily growing brighter.

The election held In this city last j 
Friday at the Grand avenue school \ 
building called out the largest num- j 
her of voters of any school election ' 
ever held here. The spirited contest 
between C. C. Conrad and B. H. Truax 
over the school trusteeship was doubt¬ 
less the principal reason for the large 
turnout, although many were also In¬ 
terested In the proposition to levy a 
special tax to raise $9600 to purchase 
a lot and build a new school house 
In the north part of town. There were 
572 votes cast at the election. Of 
these, 482 voted on the special tax. By 
a majorit of 119 Mr. Conrad was 
retrned as school trustee, his vote be¬ 
ing 240 to his opponent’s 221. The

MEXICAN ACCUSES 
POUNDMASTER WELCH 

Manuel Talash, a Mexican, living 
near the corner of Armour and Linden 
avenues, sprang a sensation in Judge 
J. J. Dowd’s court Tuesday night 
when brought up for allowing his 
cattle to run loose on private prop¬ 
erty. The Mexican declared that he 
paid $25 to Poundmaster Jack Welch 
of this city for the privilege of allow¬ 
ing the cattle to run at large or to 
picket them here and there. Mr. 
Welch was not present at the hearing. 
The case was continued for two weeks 
by Judge Dowd. The man maintains 
that he paid the money March 2d of 
this year. He was arrested by Deputy 
Marshal B. H. Truax on the misde¬ 
meanor charge of pasturing his live¬ 
stock on private property without any 
permit. 


CONTEST TO GET SO. S. F. PUT 

IN S. F. SWITCHING LIMITS 

IS REOPENED BEFORE STATE- 

RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

The South San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce lias renewed its petition 
to the Railroad Commission to remove 
the discrimination in the switching 
rates of the Southern Pacific Com¬ 
pany between San Francisco and 
South San Francisco by extending the 
switching limits so as to include all 
j tracks at the latter point, and to main¬ 
tain a rate of $2.60 per car for 
switching carload traffic of all kinds 
irrespective of its origin and destina¬ 
tion between industry tracks and 
wharves in thlu city and interchanged 
tracks with the Santa Fe and Western 
Pacific in San Francisco. 

A former petition of the Chamber 
asking this relief was filed in 1917, 
but was dismissed by the commission 
| during federal control of the railroads. 
In tile meantime the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission had granted relief 
in so far as interstate commerce was 
involved by requiring the Southern 
Pacific to establish the same switch- 
! ing rates between South San Fran- 
j cisco and San Francisco as were in 
j effect in Oakland or Los Angeles 
I switching limits. 

The complaint alleges that the 
I director of traffic of the United 
j States Railroad Administration in- 
i structed the Southern Pacific Com¬ 
pany on November 29, 1919, to grant 
the same relief with respect to intra- 
: state commerce, but that the railroad 
! company refused to comply with the 
| order. 

The time for the hearing has not 
| been announced.

TO THE CITIZENS OF 
SO. SAN FRANCISCO 

I notice a communication In The 
Enterprise of last week addressed to 
the good people of South San Fran¬ 
cisco by Mr. W. J. Smith, wherein he 
attempts to justify his un-American 
desire to hold two public plums at one 
time—he evidently has had his ear to 
the ground and heard the rumblings 
of disapproval—upon the grounds that 
the combined salaries amount to but 
$245. This figure is a little inaccurate 
at that, for I find that one of his posi¬ 
tions, namely, that of Justice of the 
Peace, pays a salary of $100 per. 
month and also allows $40 per month 
additional for office rent. (See section 
4249, Statutes and Amendments 1919, 
Sub. 17.) 

Along this line of reasoning, might 
there not come a time when Mr. Smith 
would feel as though the aforesaid 
combined compensations of two po¬ 
litical positions were not sufficient to 
support himself and family? (We are 
now presuming that Mr. Smith has 
absolutely no other source of income 
—the only deduction we can intelli¬ 
gently make from his plea to the 
public that he might be allowed these 
two political jobs for the proper sup¬ 
port of his family.) Then why should 
he not ask for a third position—for 
instance, Supervisor of the First 
Township? There is to be an election 
in November of this year for that posi¬ 
tion, which carries a salary of $150 
per month or thereabouts, and so on 
ad infinitum. 

Under those conditions Mr. Smith 
would be sitting tight on the three 
great branches of our American gov¬ 
ernment, to-wit: Legislative (Super¬ 
visor), Executive and Judicial. The 
latter two he now holds, not by an 
election of the people, as he resigned 
the office of City Glerk, that is a mat¬ 
ter of record, but the same has not 
been accepted by the city fathers of 
South San Francisco for the reason, 

I understand, that there were numer¬ 
ous applications for the office and 
they deemed It wiser, as an election 
was to be held in the early part of 
this year, namely April 12th, that the 
people of South San Francisco make 
their own selection for City Clerk, 
which they certainly will do. 

For the information of some of our 
citizens who are not familiar with the 
history of the office or Justice of the 
Peace of the First Township, I will 
state that the legislature of the state ■ 


of California deemed this office of suf¬ 
ficient importance and the duties 
thereof so onerous that it allowed two 
Justices of the Peace to perform the 
work previously done by one—the pre¬ 
sumption being that there was too 
much work for one man to perform— 
but this presumption is a grave mis¬ 
take and has been knocked into a 
cocked hat by Mr. Smith, who appar¬ 
ently has time to burn. Instead of 
having another Justice of the Peace, 
as now, living in Daly City, his honor 
down here could handle the whole job 
of J. P., and incidentally, I presume, 
annex the additional $1680 now drawn 
down by the Hon. Ellis Johnson. 

Mr. Smith Is certainly making his¬ 
tory in this great state of ours, for 
we find no record, after diligent 
search, where the position of a justice 
of the peace of a township and the 
city clerk of a city in the same po¬ 
litical subdivision, with each position 
drawing down a fixed salary, has been 
held by one person. It might possibly 
appear to the mind of an outsider look¬ 
ing in that our wonderful city is hope¬ 
lessly short of good material from 
whence to draw our city officials if 
the voters should give serious con¬ 
sideration to loading one man down 
with two jobs. 

Let’s be fair, voters.
